bury,  ffor  exemption  from  rates  to  tho  rainiotry  at  the 
old  tcuao,  ’  tint  they  might  sustain  the  ministry  among 
thcaadvos;  but  tho  magistratea  diooontod,  and  tho 
raettor  was  referred  to  tho  iicnct  Court,  iiay  26,  1650,  tho 
General  Court  again  refused  to  grant  tho  petition  of  “tlio 
inhabitanio  of  tho  new  touno  at  Salisbury,  humbly  desiring 
tint  they  night  bo  a  distinct  touno  of  theca  saLvos,'1  and 
ordered  thociato  worship  in  tho  old  town.  It  ooaoa,  how¬ 
ever,  ilia-.  they  did  iw,t  obey  tho  Court’s  order,  for,  in 
October  of  tlio  sano  year,  ’’Joeoph  Poaooly  &  tho  rest  cf  tho 
irliabitanto”  of  tho  now  touno  wore  required  to  uppocr 
before  ths  next  County  Court  at  Salisbury,  to  bo  final 

5  shillings  for  every  day’s  nbsonco  from  worship  in  tho  old 
town.  At  tho  r>o;et  hay  docuIgu  (1659)  one  liulf  thoir  fines 
wore  "raepiited  untill  tho  noxt  General  Court,'5  and  they 
wore  directed  to  accept  thopropo cal  of  Ur.borcMjtor  (  the 
Salisbury  niniotor)  to  preach  in  tho  now  town  every  fourth 
Sabbath;  but  Joseph  Toasoly  was  forbidd  n  in  October, 

165  v,  to  preach  in  any  part  of  tho  Courts  jurisdiction. 

There  was  still  another  petition  presented  in  1660,  respect¬ 
ing  tho  settlement  of  Shubaol  I; tear,  of  Mowbury.  In  1666

(Tronic  thoir  request."  Their  first  settled  pastor, 

ur.  Thorne  -Vails,  corxioncodhia  i&Miiatry  (of  sixty  two  years) 
cnong  then  in  either  1672  or  *73.  billion  Barnoo  find 
John  hoyt  were  chosen,  Joey  11,1672,"  to  ooo  if  they  etui 
obtain  hr,  bools  to  be  hdpgulX  to  ud  in  tho  work  of  tho 
liiniatry." 


In  all  tho  abovo  traucactione  Join  Hoyt  must  liuve 
boon  concerned,  and,  boing  one  of  tho  pionooro  in  tho 
settlement  of  both  Salisbury  and  Am  os  bury,  ho  must  iiavo 
dmrod  largely  in  tho  trial  a  ft  px’ivationa  incident  to  tliooe 
early  times.  Ad  ho  early  removed  to  tho  woot  oido  of  tho 
Bosov/  River,  wo  find  Ida  colling  hlo  dwelling  house  on  tho 
cast  cities  to  bzi. Moldrod  in  3cptoabcr,1647.  Mia  name 
ugpoaro  on  tho  original  nrticloo  of  agrooaont  bo  two  on 
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Salisbury  t  Salisbury  Haw  term  in  1654;  and  ho  v.ns  ono 
of  the  seventeen  original  "coaenora’'  of  tho  nav  town  wha»  o 
nnaoo  wore  recorded,  ikiroh  1%  1654-5.  In  the  divisions 
cf  land  ho  rec*d  several  lots,  in  tho  "’Greet  Bvmmp, ”  11  on 
tho  River, "  at  '•‘Jeon1  a  Mouth,"  andin  other  parts  of  tijo 
tom.  Ono  of  those  contained  tr;o  hundred  acres,  end  woo 
styled  kia  'groat  di  vial  on.”  Tho  boiaukudoo  of  these 
lots  arc  pro served  on  tho  Aijoobury  records,  but  they  arc 
ctatodin  such  a  namdr  no  to  bn  of  little  uao  at  the 
pro  sent  day,  moot  of  tho  bounds  l>okig  r/liiic  oaks,  block 
odco/'homlocka,"  "pichpinos,  "  naploo,  and  tho  like. 

"Goodiian  Hoyet”  wv?  ono  of  those  v/ho  were  cliosor.  to  lay 
out  land  in  '’Lion's  Ifouth, •'*  otc. ,  February  1661. 

Jehu  1  iloyt  lo  also  frequently  aontionod  the  old  Auoo- 
bury  records  as  prudential  nan,  soioctnaa,  constable, 
j  uryaoxij  swdorutor ,  cio.  It  was  oust  estuary  in  those  days 

for  tho  ritnerity  on  any  question  in  town  affairs  to 
enter  their  "contrary  decani”  upon  the  town  ’cooks;  klu 
n:u-c  appears  in  this  way  with  sufficient  frequency  to  g’iow 
that  Ida  dpinion.  didnoi  always  oainaldo  with  iJiat  of  tho 
majority.  In  oovor.il  instanooa  I'jq  enteral  Ms  "contrary 
docent"  alone,  ono  of  t  an  being  on  tho  question  of  Ids 
serving  no  soloctdan  in  1632.  Of  oouroo  ho  wa s  a  oenbetr 
of.  tho  church,  as  no  others  wore  tlion  allowed  to  hold 
office,  or  oven  veto.
